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Save our paddling pool 
plea by 1,000 residents 


Father leads campaign against replacing facility with splash park for youngsters

A PETITION against turning a 
town paddling pool into a 
splash park has gathered more 
than 1,000 signatures. 

Harlow Council agreed at a 
recent meeting to replace the 
town’s paddling pools over 
the next two years. 

However, following 
the announcement, a 


petition has been set up to save the town 
park pool, with it argued as being the most 
‘iconic’ of them all. 

Harlow dad Martin Dear, 43, said: “The 
petition came about because I saw Harlow 
Council’s Facebook post about the splash 
parks being built and the way it was being 
spun as an improvement, and also as a 
‘done deal’ without any form of public 
consultation, made me angry inside. 

“I wondered if any other residents felt 
the same way, so I started the petition and 
shared it on a few of the local social media 


pages and groups as a way of finding this 
out. The response to it has been unbe¬ 
lievable.” 

The petition, at the time of going to 
print, had 1,052 signatures and a string of 
comments in favour of keeping the pad¬ 
dling pool, which is situated behind the 
Lee Manning Centre. 

Mr Dear said that while he knew there 
was “a lot of love in the town for our 
paddling pools,” to see people engaging 
and supporting the petition has been 
“truly marvellous”.

TWO of Harlow’s parks have scooped 
awards for being among the best green 
spaces in the country. 

Parndon Wood Nature Reserve and 
Harlow Town Park have once again 
been recognised by the Green Flag 
Award Scheme, which celebrates the 
UK’s best outdoor spaces. 

The Green Flag Award scheme 
recognises both well-managed parks 
and green spaces and sets a bench¬ 
mark for the management of recre¬ 
ational outdoor spaces across the UK 
and internationally. 

One of the recipients of the award 
for the tenth year running was 
Parndon Wood Nature Reserve. 

The 1.5km woodland trail has been 
recorded as woodland for at least 900 
years, allowing it to be described as 
“ancient woodland,” according to 
ECCO, which runs the reserve.

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Soaring temperatures then heavy downpour caused pond’s oxygen levels to drop

A NUMBER of fish died in a Harlow 
pond after oxygen levels fell to fatal 
levels due to a mix of hot weather and 
rainfall. 

An operation team from the Envir¬ 
onment Agency received multiple calls 
over the weekend reporting dead fish 
in Netteswell Pond. 

The incident occurred after rain fell 
in a short period of time, following a 
spate of hot weather. 

This led to surface water carrying 
pollutants often found in built up areas 
running into the pond - leading to a 
sudden reduction in oxygen levels. 

Similarly, it is a natural process 
during the summer months for oxygen 
levels to drop meaning the Environ¬ 
ment Agency is often called to reports 
of fish in distress. 

Pictures shared on social media 
show a number of fish floating at the 
surface and concern from locals. 

A spokeswoman for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency said: “We received calls 
over the weekend of dead fish in 
Netteswell Pond in Harlow. 

“Our operations team attended the 
site to inspect the pond and found lots 
of dead fish. The pond is owned/man¬ 
aged by the local authority and we 
helped to clean up the dead fish. 

“The incident was caused by the 
recent rainfall which fell over a short 
period, following a warm and dry 
spell. 


“The initial surface runoff carried 
pollutants often found in built-up 
areas. This led to a sharp reduction in 
the amount of oxygen in the water." 

She added: “During summer we reg¬ 
ularly respond to reports of ‘fish in 
distress’ due to natural processes redu¬ 
cing oxygen levels in the water. 

“Hot, sunny weather can lead to low 
flows in rivers and still water fisheries 
(ponds and lakes) start to warm up. 

“Small still waters are particularly 
susceptible. 

“Responding to fish in distress is 
part of the Environment Agency’s fish¬ 
eries management role. 

“Fisheries teams are trained to use 
aeration equipment or hydrogen per¬ 
oxide to restore dissolved oxygen 
levels. 

Rescued 

“When necessary, fish may also be 
rescued and transferred to safety.” 

A similar incident happened in the 
River Stort near Bishop’s Stortford on 
Sundaywith more than 1,000 fish dying 
due to the hot weather, leading to a 
reduction in oxygen levels. 

An emergency operation was 
launched to put oxygen back into the 
water in order to allow fish to survive 
in a safe haven.

HARLOW Council underspent by 
more than £1 million in the last 
financial year, according to a new 
report. 

The council’s Joint Financial 
and Performance report for 2017/ 
18 looks at everyday services such 
as grass cutting, bin collections, 
street cleaning, benefit claims 
and planning services all 
provided by the council to more 
than 85,000 residents. 

It also looks at how priorities 
have been met and how budgets 
have been managed from April 
2017 to March 2018. 

Findings show that the council 
performed on or above target in 49 
out of 53 of its performances. 
However the council says that it is 
not complacent and strives to bet¬ 
ter the services it provides. 

The council had an underspend 
of £1,276,000 - which it puts down 
to careful financial management - 
all of which will be reinvested and 
put towards ‘providing new 
opportunities for residents’. 

The underspend means that the 
project to transform Harlow’s 
paddling pools into splash parks 
has been made possible, with 
£750,000 put aside for the ini¬ 
tiative.

Money will also be spent on new 
community and wellbeing initi¬ 
atives, as well as allocated to sup¬ 
port the Harlow and Gilston 
Garden Town project. 

Councillor Mark Ingall, leader 
of Harlow Council, said: “Despite 
this being a time of great eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty and in the face 
of year-on-year cuts to the funding 
we receive from the Government, 
we have performed on or above 
target for 49 out of 53 performance 
indicators and completed 202 out 
of 238 corporate milestones show-

ing that the services we provide 
are improving. 

“But we are not complacent. 

There is certainly room to get 
even better at providing the ser¬ 
vices our residents deserve. 

“Thanks to sound financial 
management, delivering effi¬ 
ciency savings a year early and 
the contribution made to Harlow 
from our new property and envir¬ 
onment company, HTS, Harlow 
Council has not only balanced the 
books, but once again we have 
achieved an underspend, which 
can be reinvested to improve and 
provide new opportunities for 
local residents.

A PETITION submitted against turn¬ 
ing Harlow Town Park paddling pool 
into a splash park has received more 
than 1,000 signatures. 

Harlow Council agreed at a cabinet 
meeting on Thursday, July 19, that 
Harlow’s paddling pools are to be 
replaced with splash parks over the 
next two years. 

A splash park is suitable for chil¬ 
dren aged 12 and under and runs on 
circulated water, which is filtered and 
treated with chlorine to ensure that 
they are both clean and safe. 

The major overhaul, which has 
been made possible due to an under¬ 
spend in the council 2017/18 budget, 
will see the transformation made to 
paddling pools in Bush Fair, Old Har¬ 
low, Staple Tye, Sumners and Harlow 
Town Park. 

Following the announcement, a 
petition has been set up to save the 
town park pool, with it argued as 
being the most ‘iconic’ of them all. 

Harlow dad Martin Dear, 43, said: 
“The petition came about because I 
saw Harlow Council’s Facebook post 
about the splash parks being built and 
the way it was being spun as an 
improvement, and also as a ‘done deal’ 
without any form of public consulta¬ 
tion, made me angry inside. 

“I wondered if any other residents 
felt the same way, so I started the 
petition and shared it on a few of the 
local social media pages and groups as 
a way of finding this out. 

“The response to it has been unbe¬ 
lievable.” 

The petition, at the time of going to 
print, had 1,052 signatures and a

COUNCILLOR Mark Ingall, leader of 
Harlow Council, said: “These plans 
are not a “done deal” and we have 
encouraged feedback and 
comments from the community from 
the very start. 

“We have had an enthusiastic 
response to our plans from many of 
our residents and we have also 
received a real mixture of comments 
and ideas from the community.

While Mr Dear is not opposed to the 
idea of splash parks, he feels that to 
lose all of the town’s paddling pools 
would be “detrimental to Harlow as a 
whole”. 

“From the way that Harlow Council 
have presented this plan, they neither 
have the appetite or the budget to keep 
all five pools open,” said Mr Dear, who 
is a machine operator for an engin¬ 
eering company. 

“I thought that campaigning from 


debated by councillors, along with 
other comments and ideas, at the 
council meeting on September 20. 

“The paddling pools are ageing 
facilities and in the very near future 
they are going to require a 
substantial investment just to keep 
them as they are. 

“Our plans are about creating a 
more enjoyable day out and making 
these much-loved facilities safer 
and fit for the future. It is important 
to us that the play areas remain free 
to use and are accessible to all. We 
are also looking at what else we can 
do to improve the facilities including 
providing toilets. 

“In other towns splash parks are 
extremely popular and there has 
been real advancement in recent 
years in what they can offer.” 

the outset to save them all might be a 
step too far, so named the Town Park 
one as it’s the most iconic. 

“It is centrally located within Har¬ 
low, its location in the valley makes it 
easy for parents who are not in the 
water with their children to supervise 
them from a higher vantage point and 
its proximity to Pet’s Corner means 
it’s the closest of any of them to a 
public toilet.” 

While the emphasis is currently on 
the Harlow Town Park paddling pool, 
there are hopes that the petition will 
raise discussion of saving more than 
one if enough people share their opin¬ 
ions. 

He suggests that when the paddling 
pools are not filled with water they are 
still used by young people for skate¬ 


boarding, BMX bikes, roller skates 
and scooters. 

He added: “Although there is a pur¬ 
pose-built skate park within the Town 
Park, it is not necessarily ideal for 
younger children or beginners, it has 
deep bowls and can get very busy. 

“The drained paddling pools have 
long been used as an unofficial learn¬ 
ing ground, where people who don’t 
yet have the confidence or ability to 
use the main park can go and practice 
on smaller banks. 

“They also act as satellite parks for 
the more experienced and take pres¬ 
sure off of the main park at busy 
times. 

“The paddling pools are all located 
safely within park areas and keep 
these users, especially the younger 
ones, safely away from the roads and 
out of the only other large concreted 
areas of the town, such as the shop¬ 
ping centres. 

“If the pools are all lost, these areas 
would inevitably become used for 
these purposes.” 

If the plans are given the go ahead as 
they are, Mr Dear said that just splash 
parks would give youngsters even less 
to do, with them being aimed at a 
specific age group. 

“All of Harlow’s paddling pools are 
an integral part of the town’s fabric 
and history,” he said. 

The petition will need to be sub¬ 
mitted to Harlow Council by Septem¬ 
ber 12 for it to be discussed in the full 
council meeting on September 20. 

Harlow Council says it is looking 
forward to receiving the petition and 
discussing it at a cabinet meeting.

‘Good’ rating for residential care home for people with learning disabilities

A RESIDENTIAL care home for 
people with learning disabilities 
in Harlow has retained its ‘good’ 
rating as given by the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC). 

Sanctuary Supported Living’s 
(SSL) Livingstone House provides 
residential care for up to 19 adults 
with learning disabilities and has 
been praised by inspectors for its 
personalised support following an 
unannounced inspection at the 
end of June 2018. 

Livingstone House was rated as 
‘good’ in all five categories includ¬ 
ing safety, effectiveness, care, ser¬ 
vice response and leadership. 

Residents are said to be able to 
make their own choices and live 
as independently as possible. 

The report reads: “People were 
supported to have maximum 
choice and control of their lives 
and staff supported them in the 
least restrictive way possible; the 
policies and systems in the ser¬ 
vice supported this practice. 

“Staff asked people’s consent 
before any care or support was 
given, and we saw people had 
access to health and social care 
professionals when needed.” 


It was recognised that people 
are able to choose and prepare 
meals for themselves, with help 
from staff available, if needed. 

Similarly, healthy eating is 
encouraged with a range of fresh 
fruit, vegetables and salads avail¬ 
able. 

Portion sizes had been drawn 
on paper plates to demonstrate 
portion sizes, how to eat well and 
remain healthy. 

One resident told inspectors 
that they “shop and cook” for 
themselves, adding: “I love cook¬ 
ing.” 

Compassionate 

The report continues: “Staff 
were kind and compassionate in 
the way they delivered support to 
people. 

“There was a positive and fun 
atmosphere and we saw people 
and staff knew each other well. 

“People’s cultural and commu¬ 
nication needs were well met. 

“People were confident they 
could raise concerns if they 
needed to and these would be 
addressed. 

“There was a good approach to 
planning and supporting activit¬ 
ies which people wanted to par¬ 
ticipate in.” 


The atmosphere of the resid¬ 
ential home was described as 
“homely”. 

Inspectors said: “We observed 
people and staff talking and 
laughing together which contrib¬ 
uted to a relaxed and homely 
atmosphere where people were 
encouraged to be as independent 
as possible. We saw people going 
out independently, and people 
made clear choices about how and 
where they spent their time.” 

Also highlighted in the inspec¬ 
tion was the dignity given to res¬ 
idents in the form of a pledge 
observed by all staff and printed 
on a poster. 

The poster - which sees staff 
pledge that, should they see 
someone unsafe, lonely, in pain or 
being bullied, they will ‘never 
walk by’ - is used across all of 
SSL’s CQC-registered services. 

SSL local services manager 
Kerry Harding said: “I’m very 
proud of the team here at Liv¬ 
ingstone House, whose commit¬ 
ment to providing personalised 
care for our residents has ensured 
this rating. 

“We are always looking to build 
on our successes and deliver an 
ever higher quality of care.”

Four-Storey flats 
and terraced town 
houses vision for 
education land

PLANS to demolish a former edu¬ 
cation and community centre to 
make way for almost 50 new 
homes have been unveiled. 

The proposal, submitted by 
HTA Design LLP, having been 
commissioned by Northbrooks 
House Developments LLP, is to 
build 47 dwellings at the North- 
brooks House site in Harlow. 

The scheme would comprise a 
mixture of homes including 20 
flats in an apartment-style build¬ 
ing and 27 houses with private 
external amenity for all homes 
and additional communal court¬ 
yard. 

The Adult Learning College and 
Community Hall on the northern 
part of the site would be demol¬ 
ished after both Essex County 
Council and Harlow Council 
deemed these facilities to now be 
“surplus to requirements”. 

Both facilities are said to be 
“vacant and disused” after pre¬ 
viously being used for community 
functions. 


If approved, the northern site 
will be replaced with a four storey 
high block of flats, while the east¬ 
ern edge will see a row of terraced 
town houses - two and a half 
storeys in height. 

Two to three storey mews 
houses will be built at the south 
western end of the site. 

These break down into eight 
new homes for affordable rent, 
four shared ownership homes and 
35 new private sale homes. 

Building materials will comple¬ 
ment the character of the sur¬ 
rounding area and will mainly be 
brick in a natural colour - which 
is shown in a series of artist’s 
impressions of how the develop¬ 
ment might look. 

The communal space strives to 
provide an “informal doorstep 
play for the very young” and 
includes plans for stepping stones 
and balance beams, as well as a 
seating area ideal for adult super¬ 
vision. 

There will be 76 car parking 
spaces, plus secure bicycle stor¬ 
age for all homes. 

Each home will have at least 


one dedicated parking space with 
larger homes having two spaces 
per dwelling. 

Other on site parking will 
include a mixture of on-street and 
garage parking. 

The application reads: “The 
proposals for the site present an 
opportunity to provide new 
homes within the Northbrooks 
area that cater for a mixture of 
needs and tenures and is designed 
to respond to the local site con¬ 
text. Our proposals seek to max¬ 
imise the potential of the site by 
utilising an under-used site for 
homes and associated parking 
and amenity spaces.” 

It went on: “The application has 
benefited from the input of 
officers from Harlow District 
Council and Essex County Coun¬ 
cil throughout the pre-planning 
stage. The local community was 
given the opportunity to comment 
on the emerging designs which 
were issued to buildings adjoin¬ 
ing the site in the form of a public 
consultation event.”

HARLOW Council has made an 
appeal to the public after rub¬ 
bish was dumped on a cricket 
pitch.

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Romani man’s culture and ethnicity led to three year reduction in his jail term 

Sentenced halved for man who 
admitted sex with ^wife’ of 12 



The man had his sentence reduced on appeal 


A ROMANIAN man who was 
convicted and jailed for raping a 
12-year-old girl he claimed was 
his wife has had his sentence 
nearly halved at an appeal. 

The 26-year-old was jailed for 
six years at Chelmsford Crown 
Court in September 2017 after 
pleading guilty to raping a child 
under the age of 13. 

The man, of gypsy Romani 
background, allegedly married 
the girl in their native country 
before moving to this country for 
work. 

Although the girl had agreed 
to have sex, the man was still 
charged with rape because the 
law does no accept that a 12-year- 
old can give consent. 

Car wash 

The unlawful marriage came 
to the attention of the police 
after a raid at a car wash where 
it was feared children were 
being “exploited”. 

Further investigation led to an 
address in Epping where the 
man lived with the victim being 
searched. A small room with a 


double bed that was shared by 
the two was found - leading to 
the offender being taken into 
custody. 


The age of consent in both 
Romania and the UK is 16 years 
of age. 

At the time of his trial the girl 


was pregnant and was believed 
to have returned to Romania. 

Miss Kenyon, who spoke on 
behalf of the man at his trial. 


told the court previously that it 
was an “exceptional” case, with 
very “unusual circumstances”. 
She said: “There is no 


grooming, exploitation, force or 
coercion in this case. 

“This was consent within a 
marriage, albeit an unlawful 
marriage. 

“The marriage of a young girl 
and older man is not an 
extraordinary event in their 
culture. 

“He is following that tradition 
and is caught up in it.” 

Roma are the biggest ethnic 
group in Romania and one of the 
largest in Europe, but still face a 
lot of persecution to this day. 

Speaking at the appeal. Judge 
Sir Brian Keith explained that 
there was no question of force or 
pressure having been used 
against the girl. 

But he added: “The emotional 
immaturity of a girl of this age 
means she is just not able to give 
consent.” 

The judge ruled that the 
unusual features of the case took 
it outside the normal sentencing 
guidelines, particularly given his 
guilty plea. Therefore the judge 
reduced the “too long” sentence 
to three years and four months.

Putting local 
economic 
growth on 
the agenda 

THE BIG QUESTION: 

What can our councils do to 
encourage a thriving local economy?

I THINK there are a number 
of things that local councils 
can do to help their local 
economy thrive but we must 
also bear in mind that we 
live in a time of austerity 
when many people are being 
forced to turn to food banks 
to feed their families and 
therefore don’t necessarily 
have a huge amount of 
disposable capital. The new 
development in Bond Street 
may be exciting for some 
people but for a number it’s 
just too expensive to 
contemplate shopping there. 

Overall however, local 
councils can encourage their 
local economy to grow by 
creating retail areas which 
are desirable for businesses 
to move to, and also keep 
rents down for small and 
medium sized businesses to 
flourish. I recently took a trip 
to South Essex, where there 
were as many boarded up 
shops as there were open 
ones. In these situations 
councils must work with 


local landlords to keep rents 
as low as possible. After all a 
closed shop is a missed 
opportunity, but worse than 
that can have a negative 
impact on the feeling of a 
place. Living in a community 
which is constantly seeing 
closures of community 
facilities and retail outlets 
must be extremely 
distressing. 

Local councils can also 
help grow the economy by 
having meaningful dialogue 
with a host of partners, 
including but not exclusively 
business owners themselves. 

Recognising that we have 
shared aims will be useful in 
any dialogue. We also need 
to make sure our retail 
outlets are accessible, who 
wants to queue for hours in 
a hot car just to go 
shopping? Councils can also 
ensure that their services are 
provided by local contractors 
meaning capital spending is 
invested locally. 

Linally, let me reiterate the

importance of people having 
money in their pocket. 
Without capital at their 
disposal people cannot be 
spending and the whole 
economic model breaks 
down, keeping council rents 
and council rates down and 
ensuring they at least pay 
their employees a living 
wage helps get the cogs 
moving again. 


LOCAL authorities need to 
be beacons of good practice 
when trying to boost local 
economies and there are 
many ways they can do this. 

Lirstly, is to ‘buy local’. 
Unfortunately many 
council’s sign up to county 
wide purchasing hubs where 
lists are compiled of 
suppliers providing 
everything from paper clips 
to plant and equipment. 

They then have to buy from 
the suppliers on this list. 

This will often exclude small 
local suppliers and ones 
where it can sometimes be 
cheaper to buy from. 

Local authorities should 
make every effort to 
purchase things from local 
manufacturers and suppliers. 

Secondly, is the issue of 
parking charges and parking 
restrictions in High Streets or 
shopping centre. 

Both traders and shoppers 
often find the policies of 
local authorities to be 
harmful to the prosperity of 


local shopping centres, 
giving advantage to out of 
town retail parks. 

As more and more shops 
close on the High Street, 
council’s must do far more 
to arrest this decline. 

One way Harlow Council 
could make a start is by 
providing safe drop off 
points for those drivers who 
are bringing or collecting 
passengers who shop in 
Harlow Town Centre. 

At the moment you do this 
whilst trying to dodge a 
traffic warden. 

Thirdly is the whole issue 
of high business rates, which 
are driving many retailers to 
the wall. 

Online shopping will of 
course never cease now, but 
the tax advantages and 
indeed tax avoidance 
enjoyed by on line retailers 
means that there is not a 
level playing field with those 
trying to sell through a high 
street shop. 

Changes in the tax system

would enable shops to 
compete with on line 
companies and of course 
more money would then 
become available to improve 
public services. 


GREEN PARTY 


THE Local Government 
Association’s report dated 
lune 2017 entitled, “Growing 
places: building public 
services for the future” 
addresses this question well. 

They identify four things 
that a thriving community 
needs, which they call on the 
Government to provide: 

I) A safe environment - 
this includes policies such as 
continuing to support the 
development of a 21st 
century fire service equipped 
to play a leading role in 
keeping people safe with 
links to the health service in 
supporting healthy 


communities; limiting the 
establishment of new betting 
shops and keeping the stakes 
on fixed odds betting 
terminals low; and 
adequately resourcing local 
authorities work to address 
community tensions. 

2) Ensuring correct 
transport provision - 
including fully funding the 
statutory concessionary fares 
scheme, and devolving to 
councils the existing Bus 
Service Operators’ Grant in 
order to reverse the decline 
in bus journeys; reinvesting 
the equivalent of 2p per litre 
fuel duty to help councils 


bring our roads up to 
scratch; and developing a 
diesel scrappage scheme to 
get more polluting vehicles 
off the roads. 

3) Last and reliable digital 
connectivity - we need a 
renewed long-term vision for 
the high-speed digital 
connectivity of non¬ 
metropolitan areas across 
the UK. 

4) A clean environment- 
the Green party believe very 
strongly that our economic 
prosperity depends on the 
health of our environment. It 
is the ultimate source of 
everything we make and use.

equality of access to nature 
and green spaces is vital to 
enhance leisure, health and 
wellbeing - as well as 
enhancing our ability to 
contribute.

A look back 
at Victorian 
college with 
top facilities 


■ This week's piece is written 
by Ryan Karolak and George 
Robins. George is currently 
volunteering at Harlow 
Museum for his Duke of 
Edinburgh Award. 

I RECENTLY spent some 
time with a gentleman who 
was seeking information on 
a particular school in Harlow 
from the 1930s, writes Ryan 
Karolak. After some back 
and forward trawling 
through maps and 
documents, we were able to 
find out that he was talking 
about a college which used 
to have a great deal of 
prestige about it. 

I spent an hour with him 
and by the time he departed 
I knew I wanted to write 
something to commemorate 
that event. 

So, here is a story about 
the original Harlow College - 
before we had today’s 
Harlow College. 

Harlow College, also 
commonly referred to as St 
Mary’s College, was built in 
1862, positioned north of the 
Church of St fohn the 
Baptist, behind Market 
Street. 

Opened on May 29, by Rev 
Charles Miller, the college 
was estimated to have cost 
£13,000, approximately £140 
million in today’s money. 

When the institution first 
opened in 1862, only the 
eastern wing, and half of the 
northern annex had been 
constructed. And further 
additions, as implied in a 
contemporary report, 
stating: “When completed, 
the whole will form a 
quadrangle” and “At the end 
of the eastern end it is 
intended to erect a chapel”, 
were never built. Instead a 
local church served as its 
chapel. 

However, the building’s 
progress was certainly not 
indicative of the school’s, as 
it flourished in the years that 
followed. 

Although initially only 
taking around 50 boys, the 
school quickly began to 
garner a reputation for 
excellence, and that number 
soon rose to an impressive 


180 or so students. 

The college boasted 
impressive facilities, with 
science labs, an art room, a 
gym, a playing field, dorms 
and a library just to name a 
few. As can be observed 
when reading a copy of the 
school’s seven-page 
prospectus, the “library is 
well stocked with books - 
boys are encouraged to read 
in their spare time”. 

The school also had a 
“large television set” in the 
dining hall, and “its own 
cinema projector”. 

A typical day for the 
attending students would 
begin with a prayer before 
school, “in the church that 
adjoins the school and is 
virtually the School Chapel”. 

Boys were encouraged to 
donate time towards music, 
with one method being to 
attend the weekly concert at 
the headmaster’s house. 

There was also an 
emphasis placed on sport, 
and in the summer term, 
boys played cricket, tennis 
and athletics, while in the 
winter football was the 
predominant interest, with 
running in the spring. 
Academically, the curriculum 
provided a five to six-year 
course in English, maths, 
Erench, science, geography, 
history and art. 

One man who deserves 
particular appraisal for his 
role in elevating the school’s 
reputation is the late Mr E P 
Horsey, who served as 
headmaster between 1904 
and 1935. He presided over a 
time which can be 
considered the golden age of 
Harlow College, with the 
school progressing into one 
of the finest academic 
institutes in the area under 
his leadership, with students 
attending from various 
locations across the globe. 

One former pupil looked 
back fondly upon the 
headmaster’s impact, 
claiming: “Those of us 
privileged enough to come 
under his influence 
marvelled at the amount of 
knowledge acquired. 

“He had a wonderful way

of imparting that knowledge 
and at the same time paying 
great attention to the 
formation of character.” 

In the wake of his death, 
Clifford Barker, the vice- 
president of the Old 
Harlovian Club, sent a letter 
to other members in which 
he stated that at a committee 
meeting, it had been decided 
that there would be a push 
for “erecting a suitable 
memorial to the late E P 
Horsey”, and that it should 


“take the form of a lych 
gate”. 

Barker also stated “E PH. 
also had a distinguished 
public career; the least we 
can do is see that his name is 
perpetuated in a suitable 
way”. 

Unfortunately, with the 
emergence of Harlow New 
Town, things were destined 
to change for Harlow 
College. 

New development plans 
had been put in place by the 


council, including a block of 
flats between the school and 
A11 Edinburgh Way 
roundabout, with Lore Street 
and Market Street located on 
the other side of the school, 
also subject to 
redevelopment. 

In 1964, after being told 
the college was set for 
demolition the following 
year, as it was required for 
housing, there were plans to 
relocate to Hertfordshire, 
however, due to 


complications with moving 
and a fall in rolls, Harlow 
College was sadly forced to 
close in 1965. 

As a means to end on a 
positive note, we were able 
to find what seemed to be 
his old school photograph 
from the 1935-6 academic 
year, so if you or anyone else 
who were involved in Harlow 
College throughout its life, 
come to Harlow Museum 
and we just may have 
something for you to 
reminisce about.

Support 4 Sight offers a 
resource centre in both 
Saffron Walden and 
Chelmsford, home visiting 
and a telephone service 
throughout West Essex. The 
charity wants to make sure 
local people are 
assisted to cope and are less 
isolated through sight loss.

Incredible journey back to health of brave

AFTER studying for six years 
you suffer a catastrophic 
event which changes all your 
plans.

to walk, and to become 
independent again. 

It was a long and gradual 
journey but David is a 
determined and positive 
person and has made 
incredible progress. Not only 
does he look after himself, 
he also gives to his local 
community by volunteering 
at the Harlow branch of CAB, 
and at the Partridge Road 
adult learning centre. 

Walking has become 
important, there had been a 
time, in the months 
following his surgery, that 
David’s family were unsure 
that he would ever walk 
again. Gradually gaining 
strength and, with the help 


of intensive physiotherapy, 
and a special device to 
stimulate his right leg, David 
took his first steps.

We also produce the award-winning 
daily CambridgeNews and the flagship 
weekly newspapers, Essex Chronicle, 
Surrey Advertiser, Surrey Mirror and the 
Kent and Sussex Courier and a host of 
smaller weeklies.

INGREDIENTS 

1 head of broccoli 
2-3tbsp olive oil 
Itsp sea salt 

4 turns of freshly ground 
black pepper 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 
but left whole 

500g broad beans 
75g flaked almonds 
Vi tsp butter 
Juice of 1/2 lemon 
For the ranch dressing: 
150g mayonnaise 
Vi tsp red miso paste 
75ml soured cream 
2 garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 
50ml buttermilk 
Vi tsp salt 

Itbsp white wine vinegar 
A handful of chives, 
finely chopped 
A handful of parsley, 
finely chopped 


METHOD 

1 . Preheat oven to 200° C 
Fan (220°C/Gas Mark 7). 

2. First make the 
dressing: Mix all the 
ingredients together 
- except the herhs - 
until combined. Stir the 
herbs through. Keep in 
the fridge until needed. 

3. Cut off the broccoli 
stem and cut it into 
small pieces; break off 
florets and slice in half 
to make smaller pieces. 
Mix one tablespoon 
olive oil and the salt, 
pepper and garlic 
cloves in a bowl. Add 




the broccoli pieces and 
stir to coat (stir in a 
little more olive oil if 
necessary). Place on a 
baking tray and cook in 
the oven for 10-15 
minutes; turn them 
over and cook for 
another five to 10 
minutes until they start 
to brown and crisp. 

4. While the broccoli is 
cooking, place the 
broad beans in a bowl, 
cover with boiling 
water for one to two 
minutes to soften, then 
drain. Heat remaining 
olive oil in a frying pan, 
then fry the broad 
beans for about five 
minutes until crisp. 

5. In a dry pan, toast the 
flaked almonds on a low 
heat. Add the butter and 
allow to foam for 30 
seconds, then spoon the 
foamed butter over the 
almond flakes. Remove 
from the heat and drain 
on kitchen paper. 

6. Mix the broccoli and 
broad beans and 
squeeze lemon juice 
over; season with salt if 
needed. Place in a bowl 
and top with ranch 
dressing and almonds. 


I stole dad's 
idea._ it's not 
plagiarism if 
you're family 

Jack stein, son of Rick, is a chef in his own 
right, and is releasing his first recipe book. 
ELLA WALKER met him to find out more 


J ACK Stein is frank about 
the premise of his debut 
cookbook - he pretty 
much nicked it off his TV 
legend and traveller- 
cum-chef extraordinaire dad. 

"Tve basically stolen one of 
Rick's ideas that he didn't really 
capitalise on,” says Jack, wryly. 
"You can't plagiarise within 
your own family. I've 
discovered.” 

The 36-year-old is 
Rick Stein's middle 
son, and chef 
director of the 
Stein empire. Based 
in Cornwall, he's 
responsible for 
developing and 
implementing menus 
across the family's restaurants, 
and now he's preserved a slew of 
his favourite recipes - some 
borrowed, some adapted, some 
all his own - in Jack Stein's World 
On A Plate, his debut cookbook. 

The idea he thrifted from his 
dad was to collect ideas, 
magpie-like, from his travels and 
then reproduce them with 
British produce. "We've travelled 


the world and found these 
amazing recipes and ingredi¬ 
ents,” says Jack, "but what Dad 
does when he comes back to 
England is, he does them with 
local, British ingredients.” 

It's a kind of fusion cooking 
Jack calls "very iconoclastic - it 
doesn't really have any rules this 
book, it's just whatever 1 think 
works'! As a result, he's clear: 
If you're a purist, this 
book's not for you.” 

There's always a new 
country to visit and a 
new cuisine to try 
For three months a 
year, setting off in 
December, the whole Stein 
family would travel the 
world together. The other 
nine months. Jack's parents were 
busy running their Cornwall 
restaurants. They "were virtual 
strangers to their three off¬ 
spring'! he writes in the book. 

He slurped oysters in France 
for the first time aged four, 
witnessed the poverty of India at 
11, and went on to work in 
kitchens in Sydney, Paris and 
Switzerland - but the cuisine 




that's most surprised and 
intrigued him is that of Spain. "1 
know it's not very far away, but 
when you're long-haul and you 
land in Singapore or Bangkok, 
and it's night-time and you're 
having a beer and all these crazy 
flavours, that's what you go for. 
But,” he continues, "1 always 
thought Spanish food was just 
tap as, and a bit of paella.” 

That changed on a recce trip to 
San Sebastian with his dad for 
Rick's Spanish series. 

They ate at cult wood fired 
restaurant Etxebarri (in the 
world's top 10 restaurants) and 
Restaurante Arzak, famed for its 
Basque food, all the while 
gorging at tapas and pintxos 
bars. "In one day, we did more 
incredible eating than I've ever 
known and we didn't even 


scratch the surface of San 
Sebastian, let alone Spain,” says 
Jack reverently. 

But Jack need only take a short 
stroll to find one of his favourite 
delicacies. 

"1 love crab, there's heaps of it 
down here,” he says. "Just above 
the reef where J'm sat now, you 
can go down with a pole and 
stick it in a hole and get your 
own.” 

With seafood that fresh at his 
feet, it's a wonder he ever leaves 
the country at all.

I LOVE pinot noir and I love pinot 
gris. I crave them in the same way 
someone might crave ice cream, 
or chocolate. So, imagine my 
giddiness when I visited what can 
only be described as pinot 
paradise - the Pfalz and Baden 
regions in the south of Germany. 

Each is fascinating in its own 
right and both are home to the 
most amazing wines from the 
pinot family. 

Baden is Germany's southern¬ 
most wine region and the sunniest 
too. It benefits from warm 
Mediterranean air which channels 
up through valleys and is then 
trapped by the Black Forest and 
the Vosges mountains. Cooler air 
circulates in the evening, making 
for a perfect grape-growing 
environment. 

Just further north and slightly

to the west, the Pfalz is bordered 
by mountains, Rheinhessen, the 
Rhine and the French region 
of Alsace. Some of the 
German-owned vineyards 
straddle into France, a legacy 
of the Second World War. 

It was here that 
winemaker Johannes Julg, 
from Weingut Julg, greeted 
us holding his young son, 
who was shyly clasping his 
father's neck. 

A few minutes later 
Johannes' grandmother 


Erica served a delicious local dish 
of saumagen (sow's stomach 
stuffed with meat and vegetables). 

We enjoyed it in the sunshine 
with a glinting glass of weissbur- 
gunder (pinot blanc); the flavours 
of the wine laden with notes of 
lemon and lime and flint. 

You can buy the wine 
Weissburgunder, Weingut Jiilg 
2016 (pictured left, £9.50,12% 
abv) at The Wine Society. 

Germany is the world's third 
largest producer of pinot noir, 
behind France and the USA. In 
Germany pinot noir is known as 
spatburgunder, but is rarely 
labelled as such here. 

A couple of supermarket wines 
from the Pfalz region are Hans 
Baer Pinot Noir (RRP £7, Tesco, 
12% abv) which is silky with 
raspberry and subtle savoury 


notes and Johann Wolf Pinot Noir 

(RRP £9.99, Waitrose, 12.5% abv, 
pictured below right) which has 
cherry flavours with a smoky 
depth. Villa Wolf, widely available, 
is also a good brand to look out for. 

German pinot gris (grauburgun- 
der) is mainly grown in the Pfalz 
and Baden and a good selection 
can be found at online 
merchant thewinebarn.co.uk. 

Weingut Franz Keller nestles 
in the stunning, volcanic region 
of the Kaiserstuhl in Baden. 

Franz Keller 2015 
Grauburgu der Schlossberg 
Grand Cru(12.5% abv) is a 
special treat at £39.95 from 
Wine Barn but you'll love 
its minerality and apple and 
conference pear notes. The 
grapes grow on an old 
terraced vineyard, yards 


from where I sipped it. 

In the courtyard of Weingut 
Heger, about 20km west of 
Freiburg, I avoided a wasp, tripped 
over a cobble, dropped a pen and 
knocked over a glass; but I was 
still full of praise for the wine, 
including Dr Heger Grauburgun- 
der Sonett Dry (£14.85, Wine 
Barn, 13% abv) which is super- 
tasty with citrus, pears, apples 
and a peep of tropical fruit. 

I loved my visit to pinot para¬ 
dise. It was heaven.

2kg boiled brown crab 
4 tbsp groundnut /sunflower oil 
4 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
2.5cm fresh root ginger, 
finely chopped 

3 medium-hot red Dutch 
chillies, finely chopped 

4 tbsp tomato ketchup 
2 tbsp dark soy sauce 

1 tsp Marmite 

2 spring onions, cut into 5cm 
pieces and finely shredded 
lengthways 

A handful of chopped coriander 

METHOD 

1. Put the crab on its back 
on the chopping board, so 
that the claws and softer 
body section face 
upwards, twist off the 
main claws, leaving the 
legs attached. Now put 
your thumbs against the 
hard shell, close to the 
crab's tail, and push and 
prise the body section out 
and away from the shell. 
The legs should still be 
attached to the body. 
Remove the small stomach 
sac situated just behind 
the crab's mouth and pull 
away the feather-like gills

('dead man's fingers') 
which are attached 
along the edges of the 
centre part; discard. 

2. Using a teaspoon, 
scoop out the brown 
meat from inside the 
shell; reserve. 

3. Chop the body into 
quarters and then cut 
the main claws in 
half at the joint. 

Crack the shells of 
each piece with a 
hammer or the blunt 
edge of a large knife. 

4. Heat the oil, garlic, 
ginger and chilli in a 
wok for one minute. 

5. Next, turn up the 
heat and fry off the 
brown crab meat, add 
the ketchup, soy 
sauce, Marmite and 


6. Add the 
remaining crab 
in its shell and 
stir-fry for two 
minutes. 





INGREDIENTS: 

4 cod fillets with skin on 
(180g each) 

2 tsp sea salt, plus more as needed 

30ml vegetable oil 

A knob of butter 

200g chard, cut diagonally 

A drizzle of olive oil 

For the corn vinaigrette: 

2 ears of sweetcorn 
Itbsp sunflower oil 
Itsp sea salt 

1 banana shallot, minced 
Itsp English mustard 
A sprig of thyme 
50ml cider vinegar 
200ml extra-virgin olive oil 
A pinch of garam masala 
Itsp dark soy sauce 

METHOD 

1. Season the cod fillets with 
sea salt. Heat the vegetable 
oil in a non-stick frying pan 
to a medium heat and cook 
the fillets skin side down for 
two to three minutes, until 
the tops of the fillets begin to 
change to white in colour. 
Add a knob of butter to the 
pan, flip the fish, turn off the 
heat and leave the fillets to 
finish cooking in the residual 
heat. Check the temperature 
with a probe; it should read 


50°C. Once the fillets have 
reached this temperature, 
remove them and leave to 
rest. Do not clean the pan; 
set it aside to use later. 

2. Meanwhile, make the corn 
vinaigrette. Husk the 
sweetcorn and cut the 
kernels from the cobs. Place 
the kernels in a bowl, along 
with the sunflower oil and 


one teaspoon of salt, and toss 
to coat. Transfer to a baking 
tray, place under a hot grill, 
on the middle shelf, and grill 
for about 15 minutes, 
turning occasionally, until 
the kernels start to blacken. 

3. Place the minced shallot 
in a bowl. Add the mustard, 
thyme, cider vinegar, 
extra-virgin olive oil, garam 
masala and soy sauce, and 
stir together. Then add the 
charred sweetcorn to the 
mixture and stir. Set the 
vinaigrette aside. 

4. Put the pan used to cook 
the fish back on the heat. 
Deglaze the pan with two 
tablespoons of water, then 
add the corn vinaigrette to 
warm it up. It should take 
one minute. 

5. Place the chard leaves in a 
saucepan along with water to 
a depth of 5cm. Cover pan 
with a lid and steam chard 
over a high heat for one 
minute. Once wilted, add salt 
and olive oil to taste. Remove 
from the heat. 

6. Divide the chard among 
four plates, dress it with the 
vinaigrette and place the cod 
fillets on top.

TEEN TITANS GO! TO THE MOVIES (PG) 
★★★★★ 

THE long-running animated TV series Teen 
Titans Go!, a tongue-in-cheek spin-off from the 
DC Comics universe, makes its big screen debut 
with a grin-inducing flourish thanks to co-dir¬ 
ectors Peter Rida Michail and Aaron Horvath. 
Teen Titans Go! To The Movies pokes gentle fun 
at the glut of superhero films, which clog up 
multiplexes and earnestly expand the mytho¬ 
logies of well-known characters torn from the 
pages of comic books. 

A nimble script, co-written by the TV series’ 
creators Michael Jelenic and Horvath, takes aim 
at predictable targets: the avoidable tragedies in 
superheroes’ pasts, Stan Lee’s obligatory 
cameos, that instantly forgettable Green Lan¬ 
tern film starring Ryan Reynolds. 

Most of the punchlines elicit knowing giggles as 
a perfunctory plot sermonises the importance of 
teamwork and self-sacrifice to younger audi¬ 
ences. 

Lleeting verbal gags, including a spoof of the 
Marvel Comics flip book title sequence, are 
complemented by knowing, self-referential dia¬ 
logue that gleefully draws attention to the film’s 
own shortcomings including a big reveal about 
the identity of the chief villain. 

Michail and Horvath’s film is gently effervescent 
escapism with modest ambitions and a jaunty 
soundtrack. 

The charmingly deluded Teen Titans, compris¬ 
ing Robin (voiced by Scott Menville), Starfire 
(Hynden Walch), Cyborg (Khary Payton), Beast 
Boy (voiced by Greg Cipes) and Raven (Tara 
Strong), proudly patrol the streets of Jump City. 
The wannabes are too busy performing a song 
about their origins to vanquish a marauding 
inflatable menace called Balloon Man (Greg 
Davies), forcing Superman (Nicolas Cage), Won¬ 
der Woman (Halsey) and The Green Lantern 
(voiced by Lil’ Yachty) to intervene. 

“You’re goofsters!” despairs the Man of Steel as 
the members of the Justice League depart to 
attend a movie premiere for their pal. Batman 
(Jimmy Kimmel). 

The Teen Titans sneak into the screening and 
Robin is devastated to learn that Alfred the 
butler, the Batmobile and even Batman’s utility 
belt will be getting standalone films directed by 
Jade Wilson (Kristen Bell). 

“What are we missing?” rages Robin. 

“An archnemesis!” surmises Raven and the Teen 
Titans decide that a masked thief called Slade 
(Will Arnett), who bears an uncanny resemb¬ 
lance to Deadpool, will fill that void and per¬ 
suade director Jade to turn her cameras on 
Robin. 

Teen Titans Go! To The Movies is lightly dusted 
with in-jokes for fans of the Marvel and DC 
Comics franchises but the tomfoolery doesn’t 
alienate or exclude mainstream audiences. 
Casting Cage as Superman is an inspired move 
- the Oscar-winning actor was scheduled to don 
the flowing red and blue cape in Superman 
Lives in the late 1990s for director Tim Burton 
until the project was shelved. Twenty years 
later, his proud Kryptonian crusader out- 
muscles the faltering Batman Vs Superman: 
Dawn Of Justice.

ANT-MAN AND THE WASP 
(12A) ★★★★★ 

E arlier this year, larger- 
than-life characters 
from the Marvel 
Comics galaxy united 
to combat the threat of 
mighty Thanos in the 
superhero showdown. 
Avengers: Infinity War. 

However, one miniature 
crimefighter - wisecracking cat 
burglar Scott Lang (Paul Rudd) 
- was notable by his absence 
from the pyrotechnic-laden 
combat. 

Peyton Reed’s crowd¬ 
pleasing sequel neatly explains 
Lang’s no-show against 
Thanos with a high-octane 
blast of rip-roaring 
entertainment, which dizzies 
and delights in equal measure. 

Adopting a more intimate 
style of storytelling, Ant-Man 
And The Wasp choreographs 
outrageous set-pieces without 
sacrificing the broad humour 
or tender emotion that made 
the original 2015 film a 
sizeable hit. 

Notably, this is Marvel’s first 
action-packed feature with a 
female superhero proudly 
name-checked in the title and 
Evangeline Lilly’s airborne 
assassin dominates bruising 
fight sequences when she isn’t 
catalysing molten on-screen 


chemistry with Rudd’s 
reluctant saviour. 

Ant-Man’s ability to shrink to 
the size of an insect at the 
touch of his powersuit’s 
button, or expand to the 
hulking form of a skyscraper- 
toppling giant, is exploited to 
greater comedic effect in the 
second film with the aid of 
seamless digital effects. 

A turbo-charged car chase 
along the undulating streets of 
San Lrancisco is particularly 
memorable when the 
technology malfunctions and 
Scott is unable to revert to his 
usual form and avoid drawing 
the attention of hordes of 
camera-wielding tourists. 


Lollowing the cataclysmic 
events of Captain America: 
Civil War, Scott is sentenced to 
two years under house arrest 
followed by three years of 
probation. 

“Any violation means 20 
years in prison. Minimum,” 
warns his parole officer Jimmy 
Woo (Randall Park). 

Dr Hank Pym (Michael 
Douglas), inventor of the Ant- 
Man technology, and his 
daughter Hope (Lilly) are in 
hiding, conducting 
experiments that will allow 
them to rescue Hope’s mother 
Janet (Michelle Pfeiffer) from 
the quantum realm. 

A ghostly figure called Ava 


(Hannah John-Kamen) who 
suffers from molecular 
disequilibrium, black 
marketeer Sonny Burch 
(Walton Coggins) and lecturer 
Bill Poster (Laurence 
Pishburne) become entangled 
in Hank and Hope’s plans. 

When disaster strikes, Scott 
defies the terms of his house 
arrest to don the Ant-Man suit 
and retrieve a stolen power 
source. 

His workmates at X-Con 
Security - Luis (Michael Pena), 
Dave (Tip “T.I.” Harris) and 
Kurt (David Dastmalchian) - 
pledge their support but could 
inadvertently hinder Scott at a 
critical juncture.

A s much of the 

country still swelters 
in the heat - and 
shops run out of 
fans - we've all been 
encouraged to save 
water. For some, it's 
tougher - hose pipes 
are or will soon be banned. 

But however hard we try to save 
water - showers instead of baths or a 
special brick in the cistern or waiting 
for full washing machine loads - many 
waste litres a day often without 
knowing it. 

And for those households where 
water is metered - around a half - 
that's more than pouring water down 
the drain. It's also costly - even if it's 
only a leaky tap. While rates vary from 
area to area, just one dripping tap can 
increase bills 6%. 

Direct Line Insurance says one tap 
drip a second equals 25 litres wasted a 
day. That's nearly three standard 
watering cans or a full size dishwasher 
requirement. 

Leaving the drip can cause further 
problems in your home from damp if 
the water does not go straight down 
the plughole. 

The insurer calculates that all our 
dripping taps add up to 460 million 
litres a year - enough to fill 184 
Olympic-size swimming pools. 

Around a third of homes have had 
to deal with a leak in the past 12 
months. And one in four of those - 
about five million people - have had a 
problem beyond their DIY skills. 

Typically, we ignore drips for 25 
days before acting, but 13% leave it for 
over a month or longer. 

The main culprits are kitchen sinks

followed by bathroom taps and 
shower heads. Other leaks include 
outdoor watering systems. Those not 
immediately visible - often joints in 
pipework or leaky radiators are both 
wasteful and can cause structural 
problems including rotting floor¬ 
boards and rising damp. 

Some home and landlord insurance 
companies, including Direct Line, 
offer emergency plumber call-outs for 
serious leaks such as burst pipes. 

Policies should also help if your 
home is ruined by pipes brealdng 
unexpectedly. 




■ Water metering is generally not 
compulsory. You can stay on the old 
scheme based on your home's 
rateable value. Metering pays if your 
household is small - probably not for 
bigger families. Legally, water 
companies can insist on meters if you 
have an automatic garden sprinkler or 
a Jacuzzi style bath, above. 

■ Converting to meters can show up 
leaks - perhaps between the mains 
and your home. If you change to a 
meter, you can revert to rateable 
value within two years. If you move 
into a property with a meter, you 
cannot change to rateable value. 

■ Dripping taps can damage some 
sink or basin surfaces. If you attempt 
a DIY repair, always turn off water 
mains first, and then ensure any water 
in the pipes runs out. There are online 
videos showing how to repair most 
taps. 

■ Old taps may be difficult to sort. Or 
need tools you don't have. In doubt, 
call a plumber - it's cheaper than 
dealing with a water disaster. 

■ You must ask landlord permission to 
move to a water meter if your tenancy 
has less than six months. Your 
landlord may also cover dripping taps 
and other plumbing problems.

SIZZLING SUMMER DAYS 


There are many ways to try keeping cool during hot, dry and sunny 
weather. Some are obvious and others, less so. 


arden um¬ 
brellas are 
probably 
the first 
line of de¬ 
fence. Put 
up several 
before the 
sun rises, and not only will the 
shade provide a mini-refuge, 
but the air flow around the 
umbrella will create a litde 
breeze too. You don’t need a 
fancy stand, some garden 
parasols, such as the Eazy 
Shade from Cave Innovations, 
come with multi-function clips 
and clamps so that they can 
attach to chairs and tables. 

The shade of choice for the 
moment is the sail. Sail shades 
come in all sorts of sizes, 
colours and shapes and the art 
of creating an attractive design 
is fun! 

These woven fabric shades 
can be mounted on trees, 
poles or other high anchor 
points and ofif^er sun protection 
for a day, a week or a month, 
depending on your fixings. 

Style and practicality all rolled 
into one. 

Plus there’s the option of a 
roll-out awning which can be 
fixed to the side of a house, 
ofif^ering a more permanent 
shade which is there when you 
need it. 

These come in many 
different colours and patterns 
and somehow they always 




seem to add a ‘beach hut’ type 
of atmosphere to a garden.

Pergolas, arches and arbours 
are a great way to achieve 
shade and long-term stmcture. 
Wooden or metal fi-amework 
makes ideal climbing areas for 
plants such as Clematis, roses, 
passion flower, jasmine and 
even Bougainvillea during hot 
summer sunshine.

COOL PLANTS! 

Then there are plants, of 
course. There’s probably 
nothing better than the shade 
cast by a semi-mature or 
mature tree. But of course, you 
have to wait for your tree to 
grow before you benefit. If you 
are lucky enough to have 
garden trees, make the most of 
fire cool area beneath. As the 
branches sway in a gentle 
breeze they create a pleasant 
air-flow and a sound that is 
reminiscent of the sea. Cool! 

There are other plants that 
generate a cooling swish and 
help to move the air around. 
Ornamental grasses are some 
of the very best as they 

shimmer and sway in 
even the

transports you to the beach. 
Some grasses are used as living 
screens, such as Miscanthus 
sinensis ‘Gracillimus’ for 
example. It grows up to two 
metres high and not only 
brings sound and movement 
to a space but creates a 
welcome patch of shade too. 
The slightly smaller 
Miscanthus ‘Morning Light’ is 
just as effective and higWy 
versatile. Then there are the 
pampas grass types which 
form tall plumes up to three 
metres high, on a mounded 
base - and bamboo which has 
a multitude of different uses. If 
you have ever heard bamboo 
stems moving in a breeze, you 
will have to have some! Not all 
bamboo needs strike fear into 
the hearts of men. Some is 
well-behaved and 
clump-forming rather than 
rampant. It makes an excellent 
screen and has terrific form, 
particularly when the foliage is 
removed from the mid and 
lower parts of the stems. light 
the stems at night for the 
ultimate cool effect! 

Every garden has a little 
shade and you could consider 
making a fernery in suitable 
spots. Garden ferns are 
generally shade-lovers and 
ffiey like damp soil. By 
planting en-masse, you create 
a rich habitat which shades 
the soil and the fresh green 
fronds help to cool the air. 


Other shade-loving plants 
make you feel chilled just to 
look at them, including 
Bmnnera macrophylla in all its 
different guises. Top favourites 
are B. ‘Alexanders Great’; B. 
‘Silver Spear’ and B. ‘Mr 
Morse’, all of which have the 
most amazing, silvery, 
shimmering leaves with green 
veining. 

Heuchera are also 
groundcover plants that prefer 
a little shade. This is a great 
bonus for gardeners as their 
colourful foliage conserves 


moisture in the soil beneath. 
Heuchera come in many 
different colours including 
reds, lime greens, purples and 
coppery orange - they can be 
used to create a cooling sea of 
foliage which is both 
eye-catching and practical too. 

Enjoy the hot season, stay 
cool and be creative with your 
shade!

FAMILY 
FAVOURITE 


W hen a car maker has been making 
a medium-sized family estate car 
since the early Fifties that has 
continuously sold well it’s a fair 
bet that they know what they are 

doing. 

Volvo may have been ribbed by some in 
the distant past that their estates were rather 
dull looking and rather too box shape but 
they still sold well to middle-class family 
motorists and served well thousands of loyal 
buyers. 

Even with the current fashion in seeing a 
glut of new so-called Sports Utility Vehicles 
coming on to the market it’s good to see that 
the Swedes at Volvo have stuck to their core 
values in believing estates can still appeal to 
families. 

The launch this week of an all-new V60 
estate shows too that Volvo can make a 
modern day cool styled, versatile, attractive 
medium-sized estate with real common- 
sense practicality - an ideal alternative to the 
gaggle of SUVs now around. 

This front-wheel-drive V60 is a really 
handsome looking beast with a sleek design, 
typical Volvo Thor’s Hammer headlights at 
the front with nicely contoured side body 
and a neat, tidy shaped rear complete with 
twin exhaust pipes and to widen its appeal it 
comes with a choice of 14 exterior colours 
and five upholstery shades. 

There are two trim levels at launch - 
Momentum and Inscription - with a sportier 
R-Design coming shortly as the top trim/ 
specification - while a full 4WD Cross- 
Country model will be here before the end of 
the year. Prices start at £31,810 for the 2.0- 
litre 150bhp D3 Momentum, expected to 
account for 20 per cent of UK sales with its 
nice, crisp feeling six-speed manual gearbox, 
C02 of 117g/km and average fuel 
consumption of about 64mpg, through to 
over £40,000 for the Inscription Pro D4 FWD 
Automatic. The V60, which is packed to 
gunnels with all the latest technology on 
board along with, as one would expect of the 
Swedes, loads of in-built safety features, is 
certainly a strong contender for its three 
main rivals - the BMW 3-Series Touring, the 
Audi A4 Avant and the Mercedes-Benz C- 
Class estate. Estates of course are all about 
load carrying capacity and here this new V60

scores top marks, beating those three rivals 
hands down, with a 529 litres of luggage 
space with all rear seats in use, extending to 
1,441 litres with them folded down flat. 

The other plus points here are that it’s 
dead easy to fold those rear seats, easy to 
load with no lip to overcome and a nice, 
wide opening with the tailgate raised while 
for rear seat passengers they have the 
biggest amount of Imee and head room of 
any estate car in this sector. 

The cabin oozes quality too with excellent 
lumbar support seats, front and rear, lots of 
soft leather too while for the driver plenty of 
high tech assistance on board, including a 
9.3-inch touch screen in the middle of the 
dashboard with all the controls, instruments 
sensibly laid out and easy to use. It’s 
certainly the most impressive cabin layout 
and quality finish ever to come out of a 
Volvo factory in my book. 

Although long term Volvo has already 
announced it will phase out diesel engines 
in favour of hybrid and electric cars for the 
time being it’s staying with diesel, 
particularly aiming at company car drivers 
with their annual high mileage. 

So with 65 per cent of V60 buyers expected 
to be fleet customers over 35 per cent 
private, retail buyers at launch there are two 
turbodiesels (D3 with 150bhp and D4 with 
190bhp) plus one petrol called a T5 with a 
two-litre turbo petrol pushing out 250bhp. 

Other power trains will follow such as a T6 
twin engine plug-in petrol-electric hybrid 
and as with all V60 models there’s a raft of 
optional extras to have on board, including 
Volvo’s impressive Pilot Assist semi- 
autonomous driving system. 

Crucially in this medium estate car sector 
are residual values and judging by price 
experts CAP HPI they will hold extremely 
well - buyers they say will recoup around 44 
per cent of their purchase price after three 
years and around 30,000 miles which is 
extremely good. 

With a choice of either a srx-speed manual 
gearbox or an eight-speed automatic 
gearbox (as briefly driven here) this V60 
delivers a smooth and refined performance 
and with such a quiet, yet responsive 
190bhp diesel engine it’s a real pleasure to 
drive. Keeping the auto in both comfort and 
D driving model it offered good road grip 
with little body roll when pushed hard 
around the more twisty country lanes and 
up and down the hills of north Yorkshire on 
its media launch. After briefly testing the 
manual gearbox with the same engine on 
the same kind of roads my choice would be 
the automatic - it makes for slick up and 
down gear change when needed and with 
the bigger 190bhp engine it’s ideal for both 
urban driving and really comes into its own 
cruising on motorway. 

Volvo has come up trumps again with this 
second generation V60.

T he inexorable rise of 
the SUV has not 
come without 
consequence for the 
UK's new car scene.

Between 2006 and 2010 the 
stylish, spacious Mazda6 
family car was the 
company’s top selling model. 

That’s not the case in 2018 
and Mazda has taken steps 
to ensure that the admirable 
‘six’ isn’t written off as a relic 
of the past. 

In fact it’s anything but a 
has-been - upgraded, given 
more punch, some added 
style and a flashy new 
overcoat to make it look 
more stylish than ever. 

Car makers can’t seem to 
agree over which power 
source in which to direct 
their resources at the 
moment - some favour 
hybrid, others EV, some 
petrol. 


One thing’s certain with 
Mazda, the brand is fully 
committed to the internal 
combustion engine. 

And while sales of diesel 
engines are down by fully a 
quarter so far this year, 
Mazda remains convinced 
that their oil burners are, 
and will continue, to be 
clean and lean. 

So the latest MazdaG line¬ 


up includes a pair of 
reworked 2.2-litre diesels 
with output boosted from 
175 to 184ps along with the 
current 2.0-litre petrol 
engines. 

Making its debut for 
Mazda in the UK though is 
the company’s SKYACTIV-G 
2.5-litre petrol engine 
featuring cylinder 
deactivation, whereby two of 


the four cylinders shut down 
at moderate speeds to 
improve fuel economy. 

Priced from £23,195 to 
£33,585 the combined 
Saloon and Tourer range 
features 25 models across 
four trim levels: SE-L Nav-i-, 
SE-L LUX Nav-i-, Sport Nav-i- 
and GT Sport Nav-i-. 

Design changes see the 
newcomer adopt a new-look 
front end focused around a 
new grille, which has the 
mesh positioned deeper 
within the surround to create 
a more muscular face. It 
works really well too, giving 
the car a more distinguished 
appeal. 

The car’s LED headlamps 
have been revised and the 
lower bumper features a 
sleeker profile, while both 
body styles get a cleaner rear 
bumper style with more 
body coloured areas. 

That’s in addition to new 
alloy wheel designs and the 
arrival of Soul Red Crystal 


Metallic paint, which thanks 
to Mazda’s three-layer 
Takuminuri painting 
technology increases 
brightness by around 20 per 
cent and depth by 50 per 
cent. It looks stunning but 
will set you back an extra 
£800 for the privilege. 

Inside there’s a larger 
eight-inch centre display 
screen plus a colour 
windscreen projected Active 
Driving Display and both the 
dash and door trim designs 
have been restyled. 

With an increase in safety 
equipment across the range, 
all models now feature 
advanced i-Activesense 
technology including Blind 
Spot Monitoring with rear 
cross traffic alert, Mazda 
Radar Cruise Control, Lane 
Keep Assist and Advanced 
Smart City Break Support. 

Mazda’s driving exercise 
from the Cotswolds into 
South Wales and back via the 
Severn Bridge took in some 


spectacular scenery and 
roads to really challenge 
both car and driver. 

The new 2.5-litre petrol 
engine is paired exclusively 
with a six-speed automatic 
gearbox and works well in 
both Saloon and Tourer, 
though our average return in 
the former was just over 25 
miles per gallon compared to 
the official combined figure 
of 42.2mpg. 

In range-topping GT Sport 
Nav-i- trim and in the new 
Soul Red Crystal paint, it was 
comfortable, beautifully 
appointed, strong - 0-62 in 
8.1 seconds - and a refined 
car to drive. 

The outward journey was 
in a top spec Tourer model 
with the 2.0-litre I65ps 
petrol unit, an engine that 
performed smoothly on 
faster roads and the 
motorway. 

Parts of the test drive 
featured quite steep uphill 
sections and on these the Six 
felt a vir breathless at times, 
raising concern as to how it 
would cope in similar 
conditions with five people 
and a boot full. 

It led me to feel that in this 
model at least, diesel may 
well be the answer.

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ROAD TEST: Dacia Sandero Stepway Ambiance TCe90 by Enda Mullen 



T he Dacia Sandero 
still has the honour 
of being the cheapest 
car available in the 
UK. Go back a few 
decades and cheap and 
cheerful cars were very much 
derided - remember those 
old Skoda jokes. 

Interestingly Dacia doesn’t 
seem to be the butt of many 
jokes and the reason is that 
an awful lot of people are 
buying them. 

Not only that but there 
seem to be a lot of very 
satisfied customers. 

Put simply if you’re on a 
limited budget, see a car as 
very much an essential 
means of getting about 
rather than a style accessory 
then a Dacia makes perfect 
sense. 

The Sandero range starts at 
just £5,995 for an Access SCe 
75 model. 

This model sits quite a bit 
up the Sandero range and is 
significantly more expensive 
but in the greater scheme of 
things it’s still as cheap as 
chips. 


For a start it’s a Step way 
model, a variant on the 
standard Sandero with the 
aim of giving it more of a 
crossover look and feel. 

Its ride height has been 
raised by 40mm and it has 
roof bars and a few other 
styling enhancements aimed 


at delivering a slightly more 
rugged look. 

The entire Dacia range was 
refreshed in 2017 and 
enhancements included an 
upgraded trim on the inside, 
which is noticeably smarter 
and more modern. 

I particularly liked the soft- 


touch steering wheel, which 
feels much better than ones I 
remember in older Dacias. 

Also the repositioning of 
the electric window switches 
on the door makes much 
more sense. 

The interior of something 
like the Sandero is still 


spartan it has to be said, but 
it’s far from being cheap and 
nasty and everything works 
rather well too. 

As well as that eminently 
affordable price another big 
selling point for Dacias is 
that you’re essentially getting 
Renault technology. 

Some of it may be past 
rather than present but the 
fact is it’s proven and 
performs well. 

This model came well 
equipped, having electric 
front windows, automatic 
door-locking, remote central 
locking, lights in the boot 
and glovebox and an audio 
system with a radio/CD 
player, Bluetooth, plus an 
AUX socket and a USB port. 

The cabin is nicely laid out 
and roomy, with rear seat 
passengers particularly well 
catered for in terms of both 
head and leg room. Boot 
space is generous too. 

The Stepway comes in two 
trim levels (Ambiance and 
Laureate) with a choice of 
either a 90bhp petrol engine 
or a 90bhp diesel unit. 


This car had the three- 
cylinder turbo-petrol engine 
(a lower powered version of 
it is available on some 
Sandero models) and it 
proved a smooth and 
capable performer. 

The driving experience was 
enhanced by an impressive, 
slick-shifting five-speed 
gearbox. 

Given the Sandero’s price 
tag one might imagine you 
are going to sacrifice a lot in 
terms of driving dynamics - 
but this isn’t the case. 

Okay, it’s unlikely to win 
any awards for its handling 
but overall it ain’t half bad. 

It is characterised by half 
decent driving dynamics and 
I had no real complaints 
about the driving experience. 

There’s some pitch and roll 
when you push it hard, in 
part due to a rugged 
suspension designed to cope 
with rougher road surfaces 
than the UK. 

As a consequence the ride 
quality is actually rather 
good and definitely one of 
the Stepway’s strong points.
